Joseph F. Ayers Accused 
of Telling Jury He Re- 
ceived $320 of Firemen’s 
Fund When in Fact He 
Got $60. 


HE INSISTS LESSER 
AMOUNT IS RIGHT 


Asserts His Testimony 
Either Was Misunder- 
stood or Jury Had Con- 
tradictory Data—dArrest- 
ed at His Home.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 7.— 
Fire: Chief Joseph F. Ayers of 
Rolla, Mo., a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the Missouri As- 
sociation of Fire Fighters, was ar- 
rested at his home there today on 
an indictment charging him with 
perjury in testimony he gave last 


Friday to the Cole County grand 
jury investigating corruption at 
the last session of the legislature. 

The indictment sets out that 
Ayers testified he had received 
$320 from the funds of the Mis- 
souri Association of Fire Fighters, 
which sponsored a bill to provide 
pensions for firemen by taxing fire 
insurance premiums, when, in fact, 
he had received but $60. 

Penalty for the offense charged 
is a prison sentence of from two 
to seven years. 

The question of how much Ayers 
got from the association, the in- 
dictment continues, was material 
to the grand jury’s inquiry, in 
which it sought to determine 
whether any funds of the associa- 
tion were spent as payments to 
members 6f the House of Repre- 
sentatives or to State Senators. 

Says He Was Misunderstood. 

Ayers told the correspondent the 
grand jury had either misunder- 
stood his testimony, or had re- 
ceived contradictory information 
from someone else. He said all 
he had received was $60, as the 
indictment alleges. 

“All that went for my expenses,” 
Ayers continued, “and no part of 
it went to any Legislator or any- 
one else.” 

Ayers, 50 years old, has been a 
fireman at Rolla for 33 years and 
chief of the department there for 
the last eight years, 

He told the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday that Charles Gray, suspend- 
ed Webster Groves fireman who is 
president of the Missouri Associa- 
tion of Firefighters, had visited him 
at Rolla last July 13, the day after 
John Bourg, wecretary of the State 
association and of the St. Louis 
Firemen’s Union had been “called 
on the carpet” by Mayor William 
Dee Becker of St. Louis to give 
his version of the $5800 the State 
organization raised as an “expense 
fund” to promote the pension bill. 

Talked of “Trouble.” 

Ayers would not then relate in 
detail the conversation he had with 
Gray, but said it pertained to 
Bourg’s “trouble.” 

One of the questions put to Gray 
in the course of a tedious two- 
day examination by the grand jury 
Which ended yesterday was: 

“Did you tell Mr. Ayers that John 
Bourg wanted him to say that 
Ayers received $320 from Bourg, or 
&ny other amount?” 

Indorsed on the indictment as 
Witnesses against Ayers are Gray, 
Bourg and four members of the 
grand jury. 

Six residents of Phelps County, 
among them State Representative 
John J. Daily of Rolla, came to 
Jefferson City to qualify as bonds- 
men for Ayers. With them was 


State Senator Emery W. Allison 
f Rolla, who acted as Ayers’ at- 
torney.

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NAZIS PUT RUSSIAN LOSSES 
AT MORE THAN 7,000,000 


Stalin Had Announced Red Casual- 
ties of 1,748,000 Against 4,500,- 
000 Germans. 


BERLIN, Nov. 7 (AP).—German 
military spokesmen declared today 
their tabulations showed Russian 
losses amounted to 7,000,000 to 
8,000,000 men killed, captured or 
otherwise put out of action. 

These figures were given in reply 
to Joseph Stalin’s speech yesterday 
placing Russian losses at 350,000 
killed, 378,000 missing and 1,020,000 
wounded. Stalin said German 
losses in four months of the war 
with Russia totaled 4,500,000 men. 
The Nazj spokesmen said Soviet 
losses last month alone amounted 
to 1,200,000 and added that 389 
“large Russian units” and Moscow 
divisions had been “annihilated.”

LONDON, Nov. 7 (AP).—A Cor- 
oner decided today that Mary 
Clement Davies, lance corporal in 
the Auxiliary Territorial Service, 
committed suicide Wednesday after 
a reprimand for failing to salute 
an officer. 

Miss Davies, daughter of Clem- 
ent Davies, member of Parliament 
and critic of Government policies, 
was found dead from electric shock 
at the base of a pylon at the ATS 
school in Southern England. The 
Coroner said she appeared to have 
lost her temper after the repri- 
mand, failed to keep a promise to 
apologize, and five minutes -later 
was found dead. ‘

NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (AP).—A 


possible maximum penalty of 30 
years in prison and $30,000 fines 
confronts George E. Browne and 
William Bioff, labor leaders, con- 
victed of extorting $550,000 from 
movie executives. 

A United States District Court 
jury found the pair guilty on all 
three counts of an indictment aft- 
er deliberating two hours yester- 
day.

this country,” Judge John C. 


Knox told the jurors. 

Browne, president of the Inter- 
national Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employes (AFL), and Bioff, 
his personal representative in Hol- 
lywood, were turned over. to the 
United States Marshal to await 
sentence next Wednesday. Judge 
Knox refused to accept bail and 
denied motions to set aside the 
verdict. 

In characterizing the verdict as 
“eminently desirable,” Judge Knox 
asserted “all labor will doubtless 


be glad to have their unions 
purged of such _ individuals,” 
adding: 


“If union labor is to endure, it 
must rid itself of men who stand 
ready to sell out labor when it 
suits their purpose.” 

The pair was convicted of col- 
lecting from Warner’ Brothers, 
Paramount Pictures, Twentieth 
Century-Fox and Loew’s, Inc., for 
assurance of labor peace in the 
motion picture industry. 

United States Attorney Mathias 
F. Correa characterized Bioff in 
his summation as a “Chicago 
hoodlum” and “a raving egoma- 
niac”’ who had “lied again and 
again under oath.” 

Bioff pictured himself as a mes- 
senger boy who had collected 
more than $1,000,000 from film ex- 
ecutives at their request.

CHICAGO, Nov. 7 (AP). — Four 
hundred general chairmen of the 
five big railway operating brother- 
hoods “flatly rejected” today the 
7% per cent wage increase recom- 
mended by the President’s fact- 
finding committee and urged their 
chief executives to execute the 
strike order voted last Sept. 5. 

They reported there was univer- 
sal dissatisfaction with the board’s 
report among the 350,00 members 
of the unions. 

Chief executives of the brother- 


hoods retired immediately after 
receiving notice of the general 
chairmen’s action, They said they 
expected to have an important an- 
nouncement to make shortly. There 
was speculation that this would 
mean the setting of a date for a 
strike. 

Unofficially, labor 
said that “shortly” might mean 
as late as Sunday. 

Must Wait Until Dec. 5. 

Under provisions of the Railway 
Labor Act, the workers are not 
permitted to walk out before Dec. 
5, 30 days after submission of the 
fact-finding board’s report. 

The announcement from the op- 
erating group followed within a 
few hours acceptance of the re- 
port by the railroads. General 
chairmen of the 14 non-operating 
unions will meet here Nov. 12 ‘to 
formulate their policy and pro- 
cedure. 

The operating unions are the 
Brotherhoods of Locomotive En- 
gineers, Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen and Railroad Train- 
men, the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors and the Switchmen’s 
Union of North America.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP).— 
The United States backed Russia 
with a billion-dollar lease-lend 
credit today. 

President Roosevelt directed de- 
liveries “to commence immediately 
and to be fulfilled in the largest 
possible amounts” until the huge 
stores of munitions represented by 
the credit are in Soviet hands, 

This new assistance program 
posed a tremendous task both in 


production and transportation if 
the supplies are to reach the Rus- 
rian fronts in effective time, but 
Roosevelt indicated confidence 
that the job would be done. 

The unheralded decision to ex- 
tend lease-lend aid to Russia was 
announced late yesterday by the 
State Department. Whether by ac- 
the announce- 
ment was psychologically well— 
timed. It came on the eve of 
Russia’s great national holiday— 
the twenty-fourth anniversary of 
the 1917 Bolshevik revolution, And 
it followed by a few hours the ra- 
dio address of. Premier Joseph 
Stalin, in which he spoke of the 
“great importance” of the aid al- 
ready heing received from Britain 
and the United States. 


. Roosevelt-Stalin Letters. 


The announcement was in the 
form of an exchange of corre- 
spondence between Roosevelt and 
Stalin. In a letter dated Oct. 30, 
Roosevelt wrote tnat the one-bil- 
lion-dollar credit was being made 
available without interest, and that 
Soviet repayment would not com- 
mence until five years after the 
end of the war. 

Replying on Nov. 4, Stalin agreed 
to the credit terms and voiced the 
“sincere gratitude” of Russia for 
this “unusually substantial aid in 
its difficult and great struggle 
against our common enemy, blood- 
thirsty Hitlerism.” 

Capitol Hill reacted to the dis- 
closure along expected lines. The 
supporters of administration for- 
eign policy saw in the decision a 
wise move to bolster the Russian 
stand against Hitler and thus con- 
tribute to his eventual downfall. 
A chorus of condemnation arose 
from the opposite camp. Roose- 
velt was charged with giving away 
the huge sum without the consent 
of the American taxpayers who 
foot the bill. 


Source of Funds. 

The credit will come from the 
$5,985,000,000 second lease-lend ap- 
propriation which Congress re- 
cently enacted. When the meas- 
ure was under consideration in 
the House and Senate, the admin- 
istration balked opposition efforts 
to add a proviso specifically ex-

REDS GIVE R. A. F. 
15,000 RUBLES FOR 
DOWNING 15 PLANES 


LONDON, Nov. 7 (AP).—The 
Royal Air Force fighter wing in 


Soviet Russia has destroyed 15 
planes and possibly 10 more 
against the loss of but one Hurri- 
cane, the Air Ministry news serv- 
ice said today. 

It disclosed ‘that Murmansk, 
Northern Russian port, is in the 
area patrolled by the R. A. F. and 
that since the wing arrived in the 
east the city had been raided only 
twice.

SOVIET PREMIER SAYS REICH 


UNDER STRAIN 


He Asserts Germany’s 
Out, While Russia 
Supplies and 


Resources Are Giving 
Has Inexhaustible 
Man Power. 


Excerpts from the text of a 
speech made yesterday by Premier 
Stalin before the Supreme Soviet 
are on Page 1E. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 7 (AP).—Premier 
Joseph Stalin today gave Adolf 
Hitler “maybe a year” before “Hit- 
lerite Germany must burst under 
the weight of her own crimes,” in 
an address on the twenty-fourth 
anniversary of the Bolshevik revo- 
lution. The speech was delivered 
before a military review ifi Red 
Square. 

All Russia was “a single fighting 
camp” with inexhaustible supplies 
of manpower, Stalin said, adding 
that Germany, counting on the Red 
Army cracking after the first blow, 
“badly miscalculated.” 

Stalin contrasted Russia today 
with that of the October Revolu- 
tion, when Russia had been 
stripped of “the Ukraine, the Cau- 
casus, Central Asia, the Urals, Si- 


beria and the Far East’ and had 


neither allies, army nor arms and 
lacked bread and clothing. 

Today, he said, Russia has “no 
serious shortage either in food, 
arms or clothing,” while her “re- 
serves of manpower are inexhaust- 
ible.” And she has an army, navy; 
allies and “the sympathy and sup- 
port of all peoples of Europe who 
have fallen under the yoke of 
Fascist tyranny.” 

Thus, he declared, 
face sure disaster. 

“Germany is bleeding to death, 
her resources giving out,” Stalin 
said. 

“The German invaders are 
straining their last forces. There 
is no doubt that Germany cannot 
sustain such a strain for any long 
time. Another few months, an- 
other half-year, one year maybe, 
and Hitlerite Germany must burst 
under the weight of her own 
crimes.” 

This was Stalin’s second speech 
within two days in connection with

VETO FORECAST 
F PRICE BILL 
PASSED AS DRAWN 


President Said to Oppose 
Restriction on Farm 
Price Ceilings Below 
1919-1929 Average. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP).— 
High administration officials said 
today President Roosevelt would 


veto the pending price-control bill, 
which critics say would permit 
sharp increases in the cost of agri- 
cultural commodities, if it reached 
his desk in the form recommended 
by the House Banking Committee. 

At his press conference today 
Roosevelt did not answer questions 
concerning ceilings for farm prices, 
but it was learned authoritatively 
that the bill’s restrictions against 
establishing ceilings for those com- 
modities below the 1919-29 average 
were objectionable to the Presi- 
dent, 

They have been criticised by 
members of the committee as an 
“invitation to inflation” on the 
ground that they would permit 
prices for some farm products, in- 
cluding cotton, lamb, sugar and 
corn, to rise 20 per cent or more. 

Despite the President’s reported 
opposition, there was no immediate 
indication that the committee 
would attempt to revise the bill 
before it reaches the House floor. 
It has not yet been formally re- 
ported to the House, although the 
Banking Committee approved it 
last Saturday, but Chairman Stea- 
gall, Alabama, said late last night 
he hoped to present it today and 
to call it up for debate next 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

Stegall conferred with Speaker 
Rayburn and House Majority 
er McCormack (Dem.), Massa- 
etts, this morning, but Ray- 
burn said no conclusions were 
reached except that the bill would 
not come up for House considera- 
tion until after the Senate’s Neu- 
trality Act amendments are dis- 
posed of. 

Representative Williams (Dem.), 
Missouri, ranking majority member 
of the Banking Committee, said 
he thought the restrictive farm 
provisions should be eliminated 
from the bill and that a licensing 
provision should be restored. 

The Administration contended 
the licensing provision is essential 
to the enforcement of price ceil-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced enig- 
matically today that this Govern- 
ment is giving consideration to 
the question of withdrawal of the 
American marine detachments now 
maintained ashore in China at 
Peiping, Tientsin and Shanghai. 

He read the one-paragraph an- 
nouncement at his press confer- 
ence, and after declining to answer 


questions, cautioned reporters not 
to try to interpret its significance 
The announcement: 

The President said today that 
the Government of the United 
States is giving consideration to 
the question of withdrawal of 
the American marine detach- 
ments now maintained ashore 
in China at Peiping, Tientsin and 
Shanghai. 

Possible Explanation. 

Regardless of the warning not 
to interpret, the text and the tim- 
ing of the announcement are cer- 
tain to create speculation. One 
logical explanation, put together 
from unofficial American and Jap- 
anese viewpoints, is this: 

Saburo Kurusu, special Japanese 
envoy to the United States, is fly- 
ing to this country in an effort 
to avert a Japanese-American 
clash in the Far East. This Gov- 
ernment wants withdrawal of Jap- 
anese troops from China and may 
make this demand of Kurusu, who 
could point out that American 
marines also are in China. Kurusu 
is scheduled to arrive in Washing- 
ton in a week or 10 days. There- 
fore, Roosevelt timed his an- 
nouncement today that this Gov-

BERLIN, Nov. 7 (AP).—The 
German drive against Moscow has 
been stopped by winter weather 
conditions which preclude major 
military operations, but in the 
Crimea Axis armies have pushed 
within artillery range of the big 
naval base of Sevastopol, a mili- 
tary commentator said today. 

He reported the weather on the 
Moscow front had become such 
that any large scale operations— 
particularly a direct attack against 
the capital—were not feasible. 

“It is unnecessary,” he said, “to 
undertake anything»gnder such 
circumstances and we aren't do- 
ing it.” 

(London reported the Russians 
were apparently developing a pow- 
erful offensive in the Volokolamsk 
and Kalinin sectors northwest of 
Moscow 
Moscow-Leningrad communications 
and relieve the siege of Lenin- 
grad.

Paraphrase of Roosevelt-Stalin 


to Soviet Union 


OLLOWING is the tert of a State Department announcement late 
yesterday on the granting of q billion-dollar lease-end credit to 


Russia: 

The following is the paraphrase 
of a text of a letter addressed by 
the President under date of Oct. 
30, 1941 to Mr. Joseph Stalin: 


I have examined the record of 
the Moscow conference and the 
members of the mission have dis- 
cussed the details with me. All of 
the military equipment and muni- 
tions items have been approved 
and I have ordered that as far as 
possible the delivery of raw ma- 
terials be expedited. 

Deliveries have been directed to 
commence immediately and to be 
fulfilled in the largest possible 
amounts. In an effort to obviate 
any financial difficulties immedi- 
ate arrangements are to be made 
so that supplies up to $1,000,000,- 
000 in value may be effected under 
the Lend-Lease Act. 

If approved by the Government 
of the U. 8S. S. R. I propose that 
the indebtedness thus incurred be 
subject to no interest and that the 
payments by the Government of 
the U. S. S. R, do not commence 
until five yeats after the war’s 
conclusion and be completed over 
a 10-year-period thereafter. 

I hope that special efforts will 
be arranged by your Government 
to sell us the available raw ma- 
terials and commodities which the 
United States may need urgently 
under the arrangement that the 
proceeds thereof be credited to the 
Soviet Government’s account. 

At this opportunity I want to 
tell you of the appreciation of the 
United States Government for the

I agree completely, on behalf of

Immediate tightening of enforce-

Union Shortage Is Put at $102,000 
In Audit; Grand Jury to Get Figures 


$325,000, Acting 


$223,000 on Hand or Accounteéd for, Receipts 


Reports. 


Circuit Attorney 


A provable shortage of $102,000 
is disclosed in figures compiled by 
auditors studying the tangled fi- 
nancial affairs of the AFL Hod 
Carriers’, Building and Common 
Laborers’ Union, Local 42,* Acting 
Circuit Attorney Henry G. Morris 
said today. 

Complete findings of the ex- 
haustive audit will be submitted to 
the grand jury when it resumes its 
investigation of the union’s fi- 
nances next Thursday, Morris said. 

The auditors’ figures, he _ fre- 
ported, show that $161,000 in cash 
was found in bank accounts, safe 
deposit boxes and the homes of the 
four suspended officers of the 
local. In addition, the investiga- 
tion has shown that $62,000 was 
paid out in expenses, making a 
total of $223,000 on hand or ac- 
counted for. 

However, the union’s receipts, 
largely derived from a $56.50 initia- 
tion fee, totaled $137,000 in the first 
six months of the year and $188,- 
000 in the next three months, Mor- 
‘Tris said. 

Total receipts therefore are $325,- 
/000, or $102,000 more than the 
$223,000 on hand or accounted for, 
he said. 

Morris previously had announced 
that $186,000. had been found in 

ore F 


banks- or turned in by officers 
after the investigation began. This 
figure, however, included about 
$25,000 carried over from last year, 
leaving $161,000 in cash on hand 
from 1941 receipts. 

Morris said his estimates did not 
take into account the $41,000 that 
the four officers said was given 
by Orville Golden, secretary- 
treasurer of the local, to fake in- 
ternal revenue agents who said 
they wanted to “check” it. The 
four union officers are charged 
in warrants with embezzlement of 
$6000 of the union’s funds. 

An additional shortage in the 
accounts was uncovered yesterday 
when auditors found 308 more re- 
ceipts for membership fee pay- 
ments which were not entered in 
the union’s cash journals. This 
raises the total of such receipts 
found to date to 900. 

Of this number, 592 have already 
been checked by detectives, the 
new members telling detectives 
they paid a total of $33,448, or 
$56.50 each, into the union. The 
remaining receipts will be checked 
to ascertain just how much these 
men paid into the union. No rec- 
ords of these new members have 
been found in the union’s cash

cluding Russia from all benefits 
paid for by the fund. 
The enormous bill of goods the 


credit represents added a multi- 
plicity of fresh production prob- 
lems to those already confronting 
American industry, now struggling 
to meet the needs of the Ameri- 
can armament program and lease- 
lend aid to Britain and China. 


Immediate interest, however, 
seemed to focus on the problem 
of delivery and the difficulties of 
opening and maintaining safe lines 
of communication, 


The navy recently has been 
playing an important role in in- 
suring deliveries to Britain, and 
some thought it might also be 
used to protect the heavy ship- 
ments to the Soviet Union. 


The question of delivery, like- 
wise, spotlighted diplomatic dis- 
cussions now in progress with 
Japan and Finland, since both 
those nations are in a position to 
menace major supply routes to 
Russia. 


Japan has voiced strong oppo- 
sition, chiefly through the Jap- 
anese press, to the American sup- 
ply shipments, which have been 
going to Vladivostok, Russia’s only 
Pacific seaport. 

The Finnish army, co-operating 
with the Germans, has been wag- 
ing a campaign to cut the railway 
linking beseiged Leningrad with 
Murmansk, Northern Russian port 
which has been outside the Nazis’ 
reach. 

Hostilities in the Pacific prob- 
ably would immediately involve 
Vladivostok and make it impos- 
sible for any American supplies to 
reach the Red army through that 
port. 

Other supply routes to the So- 
viet include a long, roundabout 
voyage through Arctic waters to 
Archangel, a Far Northern port util- 
ized by Allied expeditionary forces 
in World War days, and another 
long, and as yet uncompleted, 
overland route through Iran (Per- 
gia).

Judge Douglas related that a 
year ago Lindbergh closed his old 
bank accounts in St. Louis and 
gave $1000 to the society for its 
rgeneral activities. Judge Douglas 
believed this was in recognition of 
the services of the society and its 
late curator, Mrs. Nettie H. 
Beauregard. 


“There’s never been any discus- 
sion of giving up the display, 
whatever the individual feeling 
about Lindbergh’s attitude in the 
present emergency—and everybody 
feels one way or the other,” Judge 
Douglas remarked, 


“As a matter of fact, I feel that 
the display is impersonal rather 


than representative of Lindbergh 
himself... What it does represent 
is the reaction among wide vari- 
eties of people the world over to 
an inspiring event of 1927. I can’t 
see, for example, that a collection 
of insects from Montana, has very 
much to do with Lindbergh.”

But Spokesman Says Japan 
Wants Special Envoy to 
Conclude Mission as 
Soon as Possible. 


TOKYO, Nov. 7 (AP).—A Gov- 
ernment spokesman said today the 
dispatch of Saburo Kurusu as spe- 


cial envoy to Washington repre 
sented “Japan’s earnest desire to 
bring the talks (with the United 
States) to a conclusion as early as 
possible.” The spokesman, Koh 
Ishii, of the Cabinet Information 
Bureau, said, however, he did not 
think any time limit had been set. 

The newspaper Asahi said its 
New York correspondent had tele- 
phoned that “the success of the 
talks is about one in 10. Kurusu 
holds the fate of war or peace.” 

The newspaper declared editor- 
ially, however, that while it was 
not hopeless to try to solve Far 
Eastern problems peacefully “it 
should be made clear that Japan 
won't pay any price” or give up 
its national ideals or program. 

Kurusu arrived in Manila today 
from Hongkong by regular trans- 
Pacific Clipper plane and visited 
briefly with High Commissioner 
Francis B. Sayre and President 
Manuel Quezon of the Philippines. 
He is scheduled to continue his 
trip aboard the Clipper at dawn 
tomorrow. 

It was reported that Kurusu was 
carrying a letter from Premier 
Gen. Hideki Tojo to President 
Roosevelt, but there was nothing 
to indicate whether it was any 
more than a formal letter for 
presentation according to protocol. 

Lieut. Col. Kunio Akiyama, Jap- 
anese Army spokesman, told a 
press conference that the Army 
hopes the Burma road to China 
will be closed to traffic as a re- 
sult of Kurusu’s trip. This, he 
said, would obviate military action 
against China’s lifeline. 

Meanwhile, known deaths in the 
mine-sinking of the Japanese 
steamer Kehi Maru rose to 20 today 
and Japan asked for Washington’s 
support of its protest to Soviet 
Russia, declaring that floating ex- 
plosives violated the freedom of the 
seas. 

“America must support Japan’s 
stand on this issue,” said Ishii. 

(The Berlin radio broadcast a 
Tokyo dispatch reporting that an- 
other Japanese steamer, the 3275- 
ton Taku Maru, had gone down in 
the Sea of Japan from an un- 
determined cause.) 


More Japanese Troops Reported 
Landed in Indo-China. 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 7 (AP).—Mil- 
itary sources said today that 12,000 
Japanese troops, presumably from 
Canton, disembarked Wednesday 
at Haiphong, French Indo-China, 
bringing the total in Tonkin Prov- 
ince to 40,000.

Italy is the only other non-Jap- 
anese country which maintains a 
token military force in China. The 
American marines now atationed 
there total 970 officers and men, 
according to the Navy Depart- 
ment. They are on police duty in 
the foreign settlements and the 
former embassy grounds. There 
have been occasional clashes be- 
tween these men and the Japanese 
military.

Here From Old Records 


Well Full of Claret Punch—Small Beginnings 
of Big Lines Related in Historical 
Paper. | 


Beginnings of some of the rail- 
road lines now entering St. Louis, 
and odd circumstances in connec- 
tion therewith, were related in a 
historical paper read by W. J. Bur- 
ton, assistant to the chief engi- 
neer of the Missouri Pacific, at 
the Engineers’ Club last night. 


Some of the incidents, as he dug 
them from old records, fol!sw: —_ 

Builders of the (Missouri) Pa- 
cific Railroad, in 1849-50, assumed 
that the Mississippi River could 
not be bridged, hence that. they 
could establish any gauge they 
wished. They made its five and 
one-half feet. Eads Bridge was 
completed in 1874. 

St. Louisans rode in hacks to 
the local ground breaking of the 
Pacific Railroad, July 4, 1851, near 
the present Fourteenth street and 
Chouteau avenue. To entertain the 
crowd, the road’s promoters 
pumped most of the water out of 
a farmer’s well and filled the well 
with ice and the ingredients for 
claret punch, including brandy and 
Jamaica rum. 

The first rai] route from the St. 
Louis area to Chicago, now the 
Alton Railroad, was opened in the 
mid-fifties, but passengers had to 
travel between St. Louis and Alton 
by steamer, as they did nearly a 
half-century later, during the flood 
of 1903. . 

The Illinois Central has among 
its prized relics a pass issued to 
Abraham Lincoln, when he was its 
attorney in 1857. 

Rolla was the first terminus of 
the Pacific Raiiroad’s southwest 
branch, which became the nucleus 
of the present Frisco System in

In typically 
alliterative fashion, the Ozark Re- 
publican strung violent adjectives 
together, calling Willkie “a belli- 
gerent, bombastic, bellicose, bomb- 
inating blowhard.” When he had 
finished he was applauded by Re- 
publicans with 
clapps from the Democratic side 
of the House. 

Short took the floor after he had 
failed to persuade the Republican 
leadership to hold a caucus to 
consider the resolution to read 
Willkie out of the party. He has 
been campaigning for this among 
his colleagues for some time in the 
face of opposition by Minority 
Leader Joseph W. Martin Jr., who 
has been struggling to hold the 
party to some semblance of unity 
on the foreign policy issue. Martin 
is of the opinion that any or- 
ganized attack on Willkie would 
further divide an already devided 
party and perhaps provide an ir- 
reparable handicap in the congres- 
sional elections next year. 

“Hope He Comes to Ozarks.” 

*“T hope he (Willkie) comes down 
®% the Ozarks and makes a speech 
against me,” said Short, referring 
to Willkie’s promise to back inter- 
ventionists and oppose non-inter- 
ventionists in the elections in 1942, 
“because I will not have to make 
any speéches. My majority will be 
increased. 

“IT imagine that a certain crowd 
will finance him to come. They 
are hunting around now for an 
opponent in the primary. Well, 
bring them on, and we will try to 
prove ourselves a worthy foe of 
the best mettle they have. 

“You know, I don’t have to stay 
in Congress forever. I am get- 
ting pretty sick and tired of it 
anyway. God knows I could go 
back to Galena, that little town 
of 508 people in Stone County, and 
I could drive jennies and make an 
honest living, because I have done 
it before. I’m here to tell you 
that we have to call the bluff of 
this blusterer.” 

At this point Representative 
Clare Hoffman of Michigan asked 
Short if he thought Willkie could 
likewise go back to his home town 
to Ellwood, Ind. 

“To Ell—wood, yes,” Short came 
back and drew laughter. 

The House has developed BR 
humorous indulgence for what 
leaders consider Short’s deliberate- 
ly cultivated rabble-rousing tech- 
nique. Actually Short is proud of 
his educational background, listing 
in “Who’s Who the fact that he 
studied at Harvard, Heidelberg 
and Oxford universities, but on the 
stump or on the floor of the 
House he talks in a semi-literate 
vernacular. 

Willkie’s Reply. 

In New York Willkie said that 
Short reminded him of the “bad 
boy who, when he runs out of ar- 
guments, begin to make faces.” 
Short at the Republican conven- 
tion in Philadelphia in 1940 sought 
the vice-presidential nomination 
on the ticket with Willkie and, as 
hé pointed out yesterday, was one 
of the first to advocate Willkie’s 
nomination. He was given a few 
complimentary: ballots by scatter- 
ing states before leaders agreed on 
Senator Charles L. McNary of Ore- 
gon for Vice-President. 

“The King and Queen had to

OUR editorial, “Tale of the Pork 
Chop,” makes me wonder how long 
you have “raised pork chops.” 

Here’s what happened to my five pigs 
that went to the St. Louis market Mon- 
day, Nov. 3. They weighed 1270 pounds 
and netted $125.48. Pretty good, but 
listen! 

Two hundred and ten days ago, they 
cost me $20. Since then they consumed 
50 bushels of corn at a cost of $35, 200 
pounds of meat scrap at $7, 200 pounds 
of soybean meal at $5, 300 pounds of 
wheat shorts at $5.10 and worm reme- 
dies cost $1. The total production cost 
so far is $723.10. But wait. 

One hour per day for 210 days was 
required to care for them, so let us 
charge 25 cents an hour for my time, or 
$52.50 for 210 days. 

_. Let's look again. We have $73.10 actual 
cash outlay, plus $52.50, or $125.60, and 
our net loss is 12 cents. 

The answer—we eat smoked jow!.

High Hill, Mo. 
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Browne and Bioff, bosses of the AFL International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Employes, were for 
years classic examples of the racketeering union 


leader. To the workers, they were tyrants; to the 
employers, they were gangsters and shakedown 
artists. St. Louis saw the same thing in the activ- 


ities of their henchmen, John P. Nick and Clyde Wes- 
ton, also terminated by conviction on racketeering 
charges. 

Decent union labor, the overwhelming majority, 
has good reason to be gratified when such men as 
Brown and Bioff, Nick and Weston, are brought to 
justice. May that draft of fresh air become a 
hurricane that sweeps every one of the labor rack- 
eteers out of their union halls and into prison cells! 
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AN UN-AMERICAN EDICT. 

Soldiers must, perforce, live by different rules 
than civilians. Still, it is surprising, to put it mildly, 
to learn that a certain Col. Early E. W. Duncan, 
commander of the army’s Lowry Field, has an- 
nounced that he will declare “out of bounds” any 
church in which the pastor preaches a sermon con- 
flicting with his concept of Americanism. 

Going beyond all declarations of: policy so far 
made in official Washington, this military gentle- 
man declares that “we are preparing for war.” 
Therefore, he feels compelled to guard his men 
against hearing any argument in conflict with the 
views of the President. Nor does he confine him- 
self to this test of what is fit for soldiers’ ears. 
He declares that they must not hear anything that 
runs counter to his own personal ideas of what is 
good Americanism. 

That a man in the uniform of the United States 
of America, the most progressive democracy in all 
the world, should make such a statement in times 
of peace is to us incomprehensible. It is obvious 
that certain changes of status occur when a man 
dons a uniform. But it is not the American way to 
force any man, soldier or civilian, to close his mind 
at a time when the nation faces its gravest crisis.

The St. Louis Fire Fighters’ Union gave $5000 
from its treasury to help pay “legislative expenses” 
incurred when Missouri firemen tried to put a pen- 
sion bill through the last Legislature.

“being discussed in Germany by a most 
influential group,in the Nazi Government.” 
According to the Christian Science Moni- 
tor, which had published a different trans- 
lation, it was a preliminary Nazi-party 
memorandum. 

The President also attributed to “Hit- 
ler’s Government” the map for the re- 
organization of Latin America into five 
vassal states. Our officials have several 
such maps, originating with Haushofer and 
other Nazi theorists. 

The difference between an established 
policy of Hitler’s Government and the plan 
of a Nazi theorist may not be highly im- 
portant. The criticism comes from persons 
who have no doubt that the Nazis would, 
if they could, make vassals of the Latin 
Americans and abolish established religions. 
Their point is that whenever the President 
overstates, or opens himself to the suspicion 
of overstatement, he impairs his credibility.

Thirdly, he should talk more in terms 
of American national interest. The Amer- 
ican people are braced against incidents, 
partly as a result of their experience in the 


World War, partly because Mr. Roosevelt | 


himself had prepared them for an unde- 
clared naval war. , 

Defenders of the President’s tactics reply: 

First, the critics are unrealistic purists. 
Everyone knows that people do not respond 
to logical argument alone. Emotions may 
count more heavily. The President’s tac- 
tics are those normally employed by skillful 
political leaders. He must prod and shock 
people out of their apathy. 

Secondly, his words carry all over the 
world. He must always bear in mind 
their effect on Latin American and other 
non-belligerents, the British and their al- 
lies, the conquered peoples, Hitler, Musso- 
lini, the Pope, Stalin and Japan. The suc- 
cess of his Navy day speech, especially in 
Latin America, is shown by frantic Nazi 
denials. 

Thirdly, in dealing with an unscrupulous 
foe, the President should not be begrudged 
a little leeway. 

So arguments run. Looking back over 
the last five months, the President’s tactics 
follow the pattern of a political campaign. 
His fireside chat of May 27, broadly out- 
lining his policy, may be compared to a 
candidate’s acceptance speech. After that 
came the usual campaign lull. On Sept. 11 
he swung into action with a rip-snorter, 
ordering the navy to shoot. The Oct. 27 
speech was of the scare-mongering election- 
eve type, indicative that the moment for 
grave decision is near.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 7 
(AP).—Spreading of defense work 
among smaller firms will accom- 
plish two objectives, Floyd B, Od- 
lum, director of the Contract Dis- 
tribution Division in the Office of 
Production Management, said in a 
radio address last night. 

“First our defense effort is 
speeded up. A tank or an airplane 
now may be worth 10 two years 
from now, In the second place, 
these factories are kept busy and 
are preserved for the soundness of 
our economic life.” 


Odlum spoke on the eve of a Mid- 
west defense clinic, arranged to 
discuss plans for spreading defense 
work among firms in this area. 

Illness prevented him from par- 
ticipating today in the opening o 
the five-day meeting. , 

He told reporters yestereday that 
priorities for defense production 
would hit small industry hardest in 
the next three months. 

“If we can get by that period, 
and I believe we will, there 
shouldn’t be an idle plant in the 
country,” he said. 

Odlum outlined what he termed 
a simple formula for keeping small 
factory payrolls going. It is, he ex- 
plained, a matter of breaking 
down defense. buying into smaller 
orders and putting market places 
all over the country with samples 
of what the Government wants. 

At his invitation, 75 major man- 
ufacturers sat down today with 
small Midwest operators to see if 
some of the big contracts can be 
farmed out to smaller factories. 

“I believe we are going to fore- 
stall what happened in England,” 
Odlum said, referring to 2,500,000 
workers thrown out of jobs over- 
night there because of that coun- 
try’s defense efforts. 

“There are 184,000 plants in the 
United States, and 133,000 of them 
employ 33 persons or less,” he con- 
tinued. “The army now is doing 
business with 15,000 primé contrac- 
tors. It.is humanly impossible to 
get all of them converted to de- 
fense production individually and 
mine is an over-all plan to permit 
the manufacturer to do the job 
himself.”

stand what they saw, England 
would have known two days 
earlier of the German movement 
and she might conceivably have 
changed the entire course of the 
Nazi invasion of Norway. 

“Haphazard R. A. F. participa- 
tion contributed in an all-out 
fashion to the grimness of the bat- 
tle of Crete. During the Nazi at- 
tack on Crete few R. A. F. planes 
appeared, despite frantic appeals 
by both the army and the navy. 
Finally, when the British began 
evacuating the island, "R. A. F. 
planes appeared. But most of 
them might almost as well never 
have come, because the pilots could 
not recognize the British ships 
they were supposed to escort to 
Alexandria. 


“After the whole terrible affair 


was done, three-fourths of the Brit- 
ish naval craft in the engagement 
were damaged and a few sunk— 
and resentment among the evacu- 
ated soldiers was so strong that 
R. A. F. enlisted: men were forbid- 
den to be on the streets of Alexan- 
dria when the rescued soldiers 
were disembarked. 

“Time after time the R. A. F., 
while patrolling the coast of Eng- 
land, sighted submarines but re- 
fused to attack, maintaining it 
was the navy’s duty. Meanwhile, 
the Admiralty one day got a plain- 
tive wireless from a British sub- 
marine commdnder saying he in- 
tended to dock ‘if friendly aircraft 
ceases attacking us.’ 

“North Sea naval reconnaissance 
planes frequently found German 
vessels nicely exposed to attack, 
but they had to ask the R. A. F. 
bomber command to wage the 
fight. One bigh naval official testi-. 
fied that such requests were usual- 
ly futile, because the bomber pilots 
seldom could find or identiy tar- 
gets at sea. 


Cruiser Attacked. 


“When the Ark Royal was pursu- 
ing the Bismarck in one of the 
epochal sea battles of the war, it 
carried only three pilots who had 
any experience in naval operations, 
and three others were pressed into 
action who had never before even 
taken off from or landed on an 
aircraft carrier. The inexperience 
showed up vividly at one point. 
Ark Royal seouting planes picked 
up the sound of a ship." They 
dropped down through the clouds 
and let fly with a torpedo. For- 
tunately, they missed. The ship 
was the Sheffield, a British cruiser 
assigned to shadow the Bismarck. 

“Similarly, in a sea battle south 
of Sardinia, R. A. F. observation 
aircraft were constantly roaring 
back and forth in the battle area, 
seeing most of what went on, and 
a Sunderiand flying boat was in 
direct touch with the British flag- 
ship. But reports from the planes 
were so confusing and incomplete 
that at no time did the naval com- 
mander know the extent to which 
the Italians were damaged, nor 
could he estimate accurately the 
composition, disposition, speeds 
and courses of the Italian forces. 
As a consequence, he lost a mag- 
nificent chance to separate the 
enemy from its base and destroy it 
—the Italians got clean away, mak- 
ing a minor engagement of what 
might well have been a major vic- 
tory. eee 

“Nor was all of the pathetic 
floundering confined to naval mat- 
ters. In the Western desert, the 
R. A. F. attacked a caravan of 
vehicles, destroying considerable 
supplies of gasoline. ‘Too late, the 
attackers learned they fought their 
own troops. For want of gasoline, 
a number of valuable tanks were 
stalled, lost to the expedition, And 
near Bagdad in Iraq, the R. A. F. 
actually attacked British ground 
forces. Such episodes contributed 
to the flat statement by one high- 


ranking British officer in the Mid- 
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day trip from Chicago.

At 100-Yard Intervals. 

HE Colonel took Jenny and

From there on we 
found them standing in the mid- 
“@le of the road at intervals of 
100 yards. They carried their 
rifles slung over their shoulders, 
muzzles up. ..t intervals there is 
what is called « control point, 
where all traffic must stop and 
show its papers. 
* After we had gone 10 or 15 
Mniles, we cut off sharply on a 
Macadam road to the north and 
wound along the edge of a small 
fiver. The macadam petered out 
and it became a dirt road. We 
drove for half an hour along this, 
past women digging jn the fields. 
There were patches of woods, with 
military equipment of some kind 
or other in almost every one of 
them. Some of the soldiers we 
passed wore their gas masks, ap- 
parently for practice. All the rifles 
had bayonets attached. Even the 
gmallest squad seemed to include 
one or two light machine-gunners, 
their clumsy weapons on their 
shoulders. . 

Finally, we left even the dirt 
road and went across fields, our 
way marked only by two new 
ruts. We arrived at the foot of a 
sloping hill, whose crest might 
have been half a mile away and 
100 to 200 feet higher than we. 
You could see no sign of fortifi- 
cations. We struck out briskly up 
this hill. It was muddy and the 
girls had a hard time of it in their 
high-heeled shoes. There had been 
a hay crop harvested from the 
field and the stubble had begun 
to grow again. 

Just before we got to the crest 
of the hill, a sentry popped up. 
He must have been in a trench. 
He roared a challenge at us and 
the Colonel roared back. The 
sentry clicked his heels to atten- 


tion, turned and bellowed over 
his shoulders. We stood there. 
Presently an officer came running 
over the top of the hill toward 
us. He seemed very young—in his 
early 20s—although he wore a 
captain's insignia. He stopped five 
feet from the Colonel, clicked his 
heels, saluted and roared some- 
thing. Later when Jenny trans- 
lated it all for me I found that 
the Captain was not. challenging 
us but had been simply report- 
ing his battery all present and 
accounted for. As we progressed 
over the top of the hill we were 
to be met successively by a first 
lieutenant, then a lieutenant and 
finally a sub-lieutenant. Each in 
turn blocked our path, clicked his 
heels, saluted and bellowed his re- 
port. All these Soviet commanders 
were young, alert, smartly dressed. 
They were very up and coming. 


Fortified Position, 
Heavily Camouflaged. 


Y the time we were in the 

hands .of the Lieutenants, I 
could see that we were in the 
middie of a very heavily fortified 
place. Five or six acres on the 
top of the hill had been excavated 
in patches, and over each exca- 
vation were nets. On the nets were 
strips and patches of canvas 
painted the same color as the 
stubble in the field. I could see 
that there were men underneath 
them and the noses of guns stuck 
up here and there. There were 
also entrances to dugouts, timbered 
and sandbagged. 

The sub-lieutenant led us to one 
of the canvas patches, and we 
stood on the rim ofa crater per- 
haps 20 feet across looking down 
through the camouflaged netting 
onto a gun emplacement. The gun 
was a three-inch anti-aircraft gun 
—the Russians call it a Zenith, be- 
cause it can fire at zenith eleva- 
tion, straight up. It also was ar- 
ranged so that it could fire down 
the hill at an oncoming tank. Its 
emplacement was shipshape. Every- 
thing was neat and tidy and 
cleaned up. Its crew of six or 
eight were at their posts, and they 
looked up at us from under their 
big steel helmets. 

Except for craning their necks 
to look up at us, they stood at at- 
tention.

HEN they took me down into 

one of the dugouts where the 
men lived.

In East, Stalin Says. 

There is no doubt that all these 
facts have contributed to the col- 
lapse of the lightning war on the 
Eastern Front. But it is also true 
that\ besides these favorable con- 
ditions for the Red Army, there 
are some unfavorable conditions 
which led to the temporary ill-suc- 
cesses for our army. The Red 
Army was forced to retreat and 
yield to the enemy a number of 
regions of the Soviet Union. 

What are those unfavorable con- 
ditions? What is the cause of the 
temporary lack of success of the 
Red Army? One of the causes 
is definitely the lack of a second 
front in Europe against the Ger- 
man Fascists. 

The matter is that at the 
present time on the European con- 
tinent there are no armies of 
Great Britain or the United States 
conducting war against the Ger- 
man Fascist armies. 

Therefore the Germans need not 
divide their forces to conduct a 
war on two fronts on the west 
and in the east. This situation en- 
ables the Germans to send all 


their forces and the forces of 
their European allies to the east 
against the Soviet Union becayse 
they consider their rear is se- 
cure in the west. 


Russia Alone Fights 
‘War of Liberation.’ 


This situation is such that our 
country leads a war of liberation 
alone against the united strength 
of the Germans, Rumanians, 
Italians, Finns and Hungarians, 

The Germans boast of their tem- 
porary successes and think that 
they will always achieve successes 
against the Red Army in battles 
one after the other. If that were 
true it cannot be explained why 
the Germans have brought to their 
assistance the. Finns, Italians, 
Hungarians and Rumanians 
against the Red Army. 

There is no doubt that the ab- 
sence of a second front in Europe 
against the Germans considerably 
eases the position of the German 
Army. 

But there also cannot be any 
doubt that the appearance of a sec- 
ond front on the-continent of Eu- 
rope—and such a front unquestion- 
ably must appear in the near 
future—will essentially ease’ the 
position of our armies and be to 
the disadvantage of the Germans. 

One of the reasons for the tem- 
porary lack of success of our 
army is an insufficient number of 
tanks. In modern war infantry, 
without tanks and the support of 
an airforce, has a very difficult 
task. 


Outnumbered in Air 


By the Luftwaffe. 


Our air force is qualitatively su- 
perior to the German, Our gal- 
lant airmen have won glory and 
honor. But at the moment we have 
fewer planes than the Germans. 

Our tanks are qualitatively su- 
perior to German tanks, Our gal- 
lant tankists and artillery men 
have many times put to flight “fa- 
mous” German troops. Neverthe 
less the quantity of our tanks is 
several times less than that of the 
Germans. We cannot say our tank 
industry is working badly or is giv- 
ing few tanks to the front. But 
nevertheless the Germans are pro- 
ducing many more tanks because 
they have the industries of Czecho- 
Slovakia, France, Belgium, and 
Holland, 4, 

If it had not been for this cir- 
cumstance, the Red army would 
have defeated the German army 
long ago.

Don’t tell all of your jokes at the opening of your talk! 
The audience will usually give you very close attention for 
the first few minutes, anyway, even if you are a poor speaker, 
since it sizes you up and analyzes your little peculiarities 
during those first few minutes. Save the bulk of your humor 
to coax the crowd’s attention back at those times when 
you observe restlessness.

IN OUR EVENING classes at Northwestern, which run 
for nearly two hours, many professors give the students an 
intermission of five or 1Q minutes, or let them stand and 
stretch. It isn’t necessary to waste valuable time in that 
fashion, however, for a good speaker will exercise his audience 
via laughter. When they have chortled heartily or have almost 
split their sides at an anecdote, they have expended plenty 


of energy and have been given their “forensic calisthenics.”- 


A moving object also holds attention better than a stationary 
thing, so learn to walk around moderately while you talk, 
It helps hold the crowd's interest. Don’t read a speech under 
any circumstances, unless it is a radio address. Make a few 
notes on a card to reassure yourself, but speak directly and 
in simple, conversational vocabulary. And by all means, use 
the “anecdotal formula”!

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German Capital Bombed 


By William L. Shirer 


CHAPTER 


Bee Aug. 26, 1940—We had our first big air raid of the 


war last night. The sirens 


all clear came at 3:23 a. m. For the first time British bombers 
eame directly over the city, and they dropped bombs. 

The concentration of anti-aircraft fire was the greatest I’ve ever 
witnessed. It provided a magnificent, a terrible sight. And it was 
strangely ineffective. Not a plane was brought down; not one was 
even picked up by the searchlights, which flashed back and forth 
frantically across the skies throughout the night. 


The Berliners are stunned. They 
did not think it could happen. 
When this war began Goering 
boasted that no enemy planes 
could ever break through the out- 
er and inner rings of the capital’s 
anti-aircraft defense. The Ber- 
liners are a naive and simple 
people. They believed him. 

Goering made matters worse by 
informing the population only 
three days ago that they need not 
go to their cellars when the sirens 
sounded, but only when they heard 
the flak going off near by. The 
implication was that it would nev- 
er go off. And then last night 
the guns all over the city suddenly 
began pounding and you could 
hear the British motors humming 
directly overhead, and from all re- 
ports there was a pell-mell, fright- 
ened rush to the cellars by the 
5,000,000 people who live in this 
town. 

I was at the Rundfunk writing 
my broadcast when the sirens 
sounded, and almost immediately 
the bark of the flak began. I was 
scheduled to speak atla.m. To 
get to the studio to broadcast we 
have to leave the building where 
we write our scripts and have 
them censored, and dash some 200 
yards through a blacked-out vacant 
lot to the sheds where the micro- 
phones are. 

As I stepped out of the building 
at 12:55 the light guns protecting 
the radio station began to fire 
away wildly. At this moment I 
heard a softer but much more 
ominous sound. It was like hail

sounded at 12:20 a. m. and the 


topic of conversation among Ber- 
liners. It’s especially amusing, 
therefore, to see that Goebbels has 
permitted the local newspapers to 
publish only a six-line communique 
about it, to the effect that enemy 
planes flew over the _ capital, 
dropped a few incendiary bombs 
on two suburbs and damaged one 
wooden hut in a garden. There is 
not a line about the explosive 
bombs which we all plainly heard. 
Nor is there a word about the 
three streets in Berlin which have 
been roped off all day to prevent 
the curious from seeing what a 
bomb can do to a house. 

It will be interesting to watch 
the reaction of the Berliners to the 
efforts of the authorities to hush 
up the extent of the raid. It’s the 
first time they’ve been able to 
compare what actually happened 
with what Dr. Goebbels reported. 

Berlin, Aug. 28.—The British 
came over in force again last night 
and for the first time killed Ger- 
mans in the capital of the Reich. 
I think the populace is more af- 
fected by the fact that the British 
planes have been able to penetrate 
to the center of Berlin without 
trouble than they are by the first 
casualties. For the first time the 
war has been brought home to 
them. If the British keep this up, 
it will have a tremendous effect 
upon the morale of the people

Even death is a welcome release 
from the tortures of the Gestapo. 
Berlin, Sept. 7.—Last night we 
had the biggest and most effec- 
tive bombing of the war. The sky 
over the north-central part of Ber- 
lin was lit up by two great fires. 
The biggest was in the freight 
house of the Lehrter railroad sta- 
tion. Another railroad station at 
the Schussendorfstrasse also was 
hit. A rubber factory, I’m told, 
was set afire. 

Despite this the high command 
said in its communique today: 
“The enemy again attacked the 
German capital last night, causing 
some damage to persons and prop- 
erty as a result of his indiscrim- 
inate throwing of bombs on non- 
military targets in the middle of 
the city. The German air force, 
as reprisal, has therefore begun to 
attack London with strong forces.” 
Not a hint here—and the Ger- 
man people do not know it—that 
the Germans have been dropping 
bombs in the very center of Lon- 
don for the last two weeks. The 
statement deliberately perpetrates 
the lie that Germany has only de- 
cided to bomb London as a result 
of the British first bombing Ber- 
lin. 


Berlin, Sept. 1—Today the High 
Command announces officially that | 
the British fliers last night were 
“hindered” from dropping their 
bombs by the splendid work of 
the capital’s anti-aircraft guns, and 
that the only bombs dropped there- 
fore fell outside the city limits. 
This is strange because the Tier- 
garten was roped off today and 
this evening the press admits that 
several “bomb craters” were dis- 
covered in the park after last 
night’s raid. 

The main effect of a week of 
constant British night bombings 
has been to spread great disillu- 
sionment among the people here. 
One said to me today: “I'll never

How 
many Germans will ask then, why, 
with an admitted concentration of 
guns in and around Berlin such 
as no other area in the world has 
ever seen—why has not a single 
plane yet been brought down?
